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PREFACE. 



Many teachers have expressed an opinion that the 
Graded Test Spelling-book is too diflScult for the lower 
grades of a Grammar School. In compliance with their 

earnest request, this little book is now issued. 

Instead of the usual classification of familiar names, 
the compiler has placed in the first column of each 
page, nouns ; in the second, verbs ; in the third, ad- 
jectives, adverbs, and miscellaneous words. These have 
been subdivided into seversil classes, so as to secure a 
gradual progress from first to last. 

A general desire has been manifested that the words 
of this book should be divided into syllables, and that 
the sounds of the vowels should be denoted by diacriti- 
cal marks. The compiler has, accordingly, yielded his 
previously formed opinions to the general demand. It 
is, however, his firm belief that such aids should be 
dispensed with, at the earliest possible moment, and 
that, as soon as practical, the pupil should commence 
the study of the Graded Test Speller,

RULES FOR SPELLING. 



I. Monosyllables ending in /, ?, or 8, preceded by a 
single vowel, double the final letter : as, spell, knell, 
chess, guess. 

Exceptions — as, gas, has, yes, his, is, this, us, 
thus, plus, pus, was, clef. 
II. Monosyllables, ending in any other letter than /, Z, 
or 8, do not double the final letter : as, cap, trap, stop, 
knot, drum. 

Exceptions — add, err, ebb, egg, burr, buzz, fuzz, 
butt, odd, inn, bunn. 

III. Monosyllables, or words accented on the last syllable, 
ending with a single consonant preceded by a single 
Yowel, double the final letter, on adding a suffix be- 
ginning with a vowel : as, hop, hopping ; admit, ad- 
mittance ; occur, occurring. 

Memark, When the accent of the primitive word 
is not retained, the final letter is not generally 
doubled : as, refer', reference ; confer', con'ference. 

Derivatives of gaB do not double the %i as, gaseous. 

IV. Words ending with silent e drop that letter on add- 
ing a suffix beginning with a vowel: as, hope, 
hoping ; leave, leaving. 
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Exceptions — dyeing, singeing, tingeing, swinge- 
ing, mileage, springeing, hoeing, shoeing. 

Remark, Words ending in ce or ge do not drop 
the final letter before able or otis ; as, changeable, 
advantageous. 
V. Words ending in y, preceded by a consonant, gener- 
ally change y to i on adding a syllable : as, lady, 
ladies. But if the y is preceded by a vowel, the y 
is retained : as, turkey, turkeys ; money, moneys 
chimney, chimneys.
